WASHINGTON—Phase I of the 
Combat Arms Regimental System 
(CARS), which will see all the ac- 
tive tactical units of the combat 
arms members of 157 “parent regi- 
ments,” is scheduled to be com- 
plete by July 1, the Army said this 
week. 

Units—particularly air defense 
artillery battalions—are still to be 
designated under CARS. It is pos- 
sible that this portion of Phase I 
will not be completed until later 
than July 1. 

Steps are already being taken to 
put other parts of CARS into ef- 
fect. The reorganization of the 
Army Reserve and the National 
Guard has been already proposed. 
As it is completed, elements of the 


Reserve components will be 
brought under CARS. 
The’ plan foresees National 


Guard units as members of National 
Guard regiments under an NGUS 
CARS. Army Reserve units—battle 
groups, battalions, squadrons, com- 
panies and troops of the combat 
arms will be part. of the Army 
CARS system,.taking their tactical 
designation from the same regi- 
ments as do active Army units. 
Another phase under study is the 
assignment of regiments to con- 
tinental armies for assignment to 
specific locations. When this is 
done, it will be possible to set up, 
for example, regimental museums, 
home stations (to which tactical 
elements will seldom if ever be as- 
signed), locator services for regi- 
mental members, and perhaps 
farther in the future, personnel 
service sections for members.

WASHINGTON—A bill to give 
unemployment pay to veterans of 
peacetime service has been intro- 
duced in the Senate. 

Sen. Strom Thurmond (D.,5S.C.), 
introduced the measure on behalf 
of the entire membership of his 
Senate Labor and Public Welfare 
committee 


The proposal, S 3710, calls for 
16 weeks of payments at $26 per 
week. The senator told the Senate 


it might be wise to raise the rate 
in view of high living costs. 

The unemployment measure, de- 
signed to aid post-Korea service- 
men who get few of the benefits 
accorded wartime veterans differs 
from the Korea program in two 
ways, Thurmond said. 

It requires that veterans, in or- 
der to be eligible, must have 
served two years or more on ac- 
tive duty, as opposed to the 90-day 
requirement for Korea veterans. 
It also limits payments to 16 
weeks, instead of the 26 weeks al- 
lowed “Korea veterans.” 

If enacted, the bill’s life would 
extend for the duration of com- 
pulsory military service and would 
affect all ex-servicemen who be- 
gan their service after Jan. 31, 
1955—the Korea cut-off date. 

A bill somewhat similar to Thur- 
mond’s was introduced in January 
by Rep. William Broomfield (R., 
Mich.). His plan, however, would 
benefit only those veterans who

WASHINGTON—The Army is continuing its program 
of releasing from active duty or discharging enlisted men 


who have not the potential to 
emphasis is being placed on releas- 
ing inductees within four weeks 
after basic training starts if they 
show that they, have no aptitude 
for military service.

The selection representing the 
transpacific phase of War II will 
be made May 16 from among six 
dead who were buried in Manila 
American Cemetery and the Na- 
tional Memorial Cemetery.

The transpacific War II and 
Korean Unknowns will be flown 
to Guantanamo Bay, Cuba, Naval 
Base from Hawaii, and then brought 
to a point off the Virginia Capes 
by the USS Boston.

Short Range 
Radar Shown 
At Ft. Myer 


WASHINGTON. — A new radar 





device for short range viewing dey 


veloped by Army Ordnanee was 
demonstrated publicly for the first 
time April 24 at Fort Myer, Va. 
Washington newsmen saw the 
“short pulse radar’ pick up sharp- 
ly defined images of soldiers at 
varying ranges. Troops used dur- 
ing the demonstratién were mem- 
bers of Co. B, 1st BG, 3d Inf., sta- 


tioned at Myer. The radar device |- 


can find troops within 500 yards 
accurately, tanks-and.other vehicles 
within 3000 yards, and aircraft at 
five miles. It has no blind spots. 

The radar device was develaped 
by the Diamond Ordnance Fuse 
Laboratory, an Army Ordnance in- 
stallation in Washington. Clyde 
Hardin of DOFL, .who supervised 
the demonstration, explained that 
“short pulse radar” is notable for 
its “high resolution.” This means 
that it is extremely accurate in 
showing spaces between objects:on 
the ‘radar screen. On some radar 
screens a platoon of troops looks 
like one object, but on the “short 
pulse radar” objects as little as 
six inches apart can be separated 
on the screen. 

The radar device has no blind 
spots because of its small wave 
length—10 milomicrocycles, or 10,- 
000 millionths of a second. This 
means that “short pulse radar” is 
excellent for nighttime battlefield 
surveillance at close range where 
most radar devices are blind. 

Other future uses for the exper- 
imental radar set are as a tank 
rangefinder and as a radar warn- 
ing system in light aircraft, both 
military and civilian.

Army's First 


Makes Its Last Landing 


FORT RUCKER, Ala. — A 9- 
year-old “Bird Dog,” the Army’s 
first, has found a permanent home 
at the Army Aviation . School 
Museum. 

The 2-place L-19 aircraft landed 
on the parade ground in front of 
Post ‘Headquarters recently to be 
retired after compiling over 1600 
hours of flying time and a record 
number of “firsts.” 

In -1950, aircraft 1327 became 
the Army’s first such model to be 
used. Its service record from that 
date forward. has proved it to be 
a true “Granddady of Bird Dogs.” 

This high-wing aircraft was the 
first to see action in Korea and 
was the personal observation plane 
for Gen. Van Fleet, Gen. Ridg- 
way, Gen. Taylor and many other 
high officers, 

In June 1952, 1327 became the 
first such aircraft to be assigned 
to the Republic of Korea, where 





it was used for operational and

training flights. Still later, 1327 
carried the ROK chief of staff, 
Gen. Choi Yong Dok, and the chief 
of ROK plans and operations, Gen. 
Choi Suk Yong, on a number of 
highly important missions.

IN JUNE 1954 it was trans- 
ferred to the Air Section of the 
Ist Cav. Div. It served with that 
unit until orders were received 
to transfer 1327 to the mainte- 
nance.depoet for eventual return to 
CONUS for overhaul. 

After its overhaul and onceover 
by the Cessna Aircraft Corp., it 
was assigned to the Army Avia- 
tion School as an_ instructional 
trainer aircraft in February 1956. 

The L-19 was particularly un- 
usual in 1950 because of its all- 
metal frame and fuselage construc- 
tion. Prior to the L-19, observa- 
tion and reconnaissance aircraft 
were mainly fabric and wood con- 
structed. 





New Electronic Measuring 
Device Speeds Surveying 


rORT BELVOIR, Va. — A light- 

weight electronic distance measur- 

‘ing device designed to eliminate 
the laborious and time-consuming 
taping method used in surveying 
is under test here by the Army En- 
gineer Research and Development 
Laboratories. 

Called the Tellurometer, the de- 
vice cousists of a master and re- 
mote or “slave” station set up at 
opposite ends of the line to be 
measured. 


Tests have indicated that using 
the instrument, measurements up 
to 40 miles can be made in one- 
tenth the time, and with fewer per-

Proponents of the Defense reorganization 
plan are earnestly assuring Congress that 
they wish to control military research and 
development from the top Defense Depart- 
ment level in order to avoid “wasteful dupli- 
cation” and “interservice rivalry.” In their 
eyes, these may be sins which outweigh all 
other considerations in the matter. How- 
ever, there may also be two sides to this 
question, as to most, 

Such a contrary opinion is now voiced 
by Dr. Burton Klein, who headed a three- 
year Rand Corporation study on R&D pro- 
cedures since War II. Writing of his panel’s 
findings in the current Fortune magazine, 
Dr. Klein says: 

“‘Wasteful duplication’ has hampered 
R&D only because so many pains are taken 
to avoid it. As for ‘interservice competition’, 
the trouble is that there is not enough of it.” 
(Of interest is the editorial admission that 
when the panel started its work, Dr. Klein 
shared the popular belief that our military 
R&D suffered from duplication and lack of 
control; at the end he and most of his col- 
leagues came to some radical conclusions.) 
These are best summed up in Dr. Klein’s 
words: 

“Unless research and development is sub- 
stantially decontrolled, we are likely to be 
sadly disappointed in where we stand five 
to 10 years from now.” 

In short, Dr. Klein is a strong unbeliever 
in the sort of central and top control advo- 
cated by the Administration, where stage 
after development stage is reviewed and 
manhandled to the ultimate discouragement 
of people like Lt. Gen. James M. Gavin, and 
where a Gen. Medaris is refused money for 
advanced rocket engines because “we couldn’t 
prove it was needed for Jupiter.” 

We trust that before Congress agrees to 
abandon the present competitive system— 
which produced the atomic bomb, the prox- 
imity fuse, radar, the Thor and Jupiter mis- 
siles, and the solid fuel rocket engine—its 
members will listen to more people like Dr. 
Klein. 

Hard Lines 

Least likely to be pleased by Senate action 
this week on the pay bill are enlisted men 
of the top three grades. The Senate Armed 
Services committee chopped a hefty $65 mil- 
lion from the total to be spent for enlisted 
pay raises, mostly in these three grades, 
and the Senate may follow suit. Unless Sen- 
ate-House conferees can agree on another 
figure, that means that top enlisted men will 
get a raise averaging only 9.6 percent, in- 
stead of almost 15 percent approved by the 
House. It is close to the 8.6 percent asked 
by the Administration and even LESS than 
the 11 percent advocated by the Cordiner 
committee. 

Hard lines. 

The Administration’s insistence (here 
abetted by the Senate committee) on achiev- 
ing a budgetary limit on raises, largely at 
the expense of this important enlisted group, 
will surely turn out to be unwise. We say 
this even in the knowledge, as the senators 
pointed out, that many of them will eventual- 
ly become eligible for proficiency pay and 
a relative handful may move up into the 
new pay grades of E-8 and E-9. 

But hundreds of thousands of these men 
will never get a look at pro pay, much less 
at supergrade stripes or a quick promotion, 
and we wonder for how long they will stick 
around for a stringy old 9.6 percent raise. 

The House bill is the only one that makes 
sense and we trust the Senate conferees can 
be convinced of that.

More Clipboard Chiefs

In an era of empire builders where each 
enlisted man with two or more people to 
supervise is a sergeant major and every- 
body is in charge of something, it appears 
the American Army has truly become a 
“super army”’—a super-vising army, that 
is. 

To add to an already ridiculous situation, 
the new pay bill will usher into existence 
two additional NCO grades. So, in ad- 
dition to checkers: checking on checkers, 
the Army will soon have two grades of 
super-checkers to double check the double- 
checkers whose duty it is to check the 
checkers. 

In general, about the only people in 
the Army that don’t rate clipboards (ithe 
badge of a checker) are basic trainees. 
Even here, however, semi-checkers can 


be found in the form of “acting NCOs.” 
In the well-integrated headquarters that 
has become fully paperized, even the 
civilian employees have joined the “check- 
er-crowd” and may be found, clipboard 
in hand, “OKing” the checks on the check- 
er’s checklist. 

History books may or may _not record 
the 1958 American soldier as being a gal- 
lant and stalwart defender of freedom, but 
I’m betting the story tellers of tomorrow 
will remember him in their tales as being 
the highest-rated, most-decorated and over- 
supervised peacetime soldier ever to oper- 
ate an M-1 pencil sharpener. 

All this is by the way of interposing 
one simple question: How can efficiency 
be increased in the Army, discipline tight- 
ened and the Army improved by further 
ballooning the already swollen NCO corps 
by the creation of the new E-8 and E-9 
“super-checker” grades? 


Give Army Back to Regulars

I have read the article written from 
this installation which appeared in the 
19 April issue of ARMY TIMES pertain- 
ing to the proposed 18-month draft. I am 
in complete agreement with the author, 
but I would like to illustrate a few points 
that I feel were not mentioned. 

I have heard officers say that if it 
weren’t for the draftees, who are fortunate 
enough to have college educations, the 
administrative jobs of the Army could 
not be done satisfactorily. I find that 
very hard to believe. A Regular Army 
soldier with the proper schooling while 
in the Army could do the job as capably 
as anyone else. The important fact is that 
the attitude of the Regular would be 
closer to that desired. 

The fact that the “US” gripes has been 
well established. Let’s look at some of the 
reasons why: 

@ Loss of the GI Bill for education. 
We no longer have the opportunity to re- 


ceive any educational benefits whatsoever. 

@ The loss of the $10,000 free insur- 
ance coverage while on active duty and 
the option to take the policy with us into 
civilian life. I feel strongly that this 
coverage loss is an error. Those who came 
on active duty during 1955 via the induc- 
tion route, and did not serve in combat, 
had this coverage while they were on ac- 
tive duty and the majority of them con- 
tinued the policy when they departed. 

@ RFA. That was the final blow to 
the draftee who was already on active 
duty, those of us who were drafted in the 
first 10 or 11 months of 1956 had no choice 
in the matter as long as we were over 
18% years of age. The opening up of this 
program permitted six-month active duty 
training and then transfer to the Active 
Reserve. 

This is a vote to turn the Army back 
to the Regular. The scope of this plan 
should include officers as well as enlisted 
men.

SOME CHANGES suggested have 
been organic aircraft to provide 
longer-rance airlift for strategic as 
well as tactical air mobility; a tac- 
tical organization based on the 
team concept with a vehicle car- 
rying a six-man crew as the tactical 
basic unit ard the organization 
built up on a hexagonal (six-unit) 
structure; more training in sur- 
vival and field expedients for every 
man in the Army; use of Special 
Forces or of especially trained 
teams for long-range reconnais- 
sance and target identification for 
long-range missiles so that they can 
be used against targets of oppor- 
tunity deep behind enemy lines. 
These are just some of the sug- 
gestions made. 


Other examples of improvements 
and devélopments would show that

Sharp-Eyed Jax Trainees 
Set Record in Trainfire 


FORT JACKSON, S.C. — An el- 
bow jutting out from behind a tree, 
the barrel of a rifle sticking up 
from a foxhole, or the top of a 
helmet protruding from a patch of 
shrubbery — not too many clues to 
go by. But a pair of Fort Jackson 
trainees proved that with proper 
training nothing but an invisible 
enemy will remain undetected. 

The two sharp-eyed men — Pvt. 
Roy L. Whitley and Pvt. A. B. 
W. Smith, of Co. B, 9th Bn., 2d 
Trng. Regt. — set a new Fort Jack- 
son training record last week when 
they scored a perfect 48 points in 
target detection during their Train- 
fire I training. 

Trainfire I is the Army’s new 
concept of rifle marksmanship 
through which the practical aspects 
of rifle firing are taught. 

Whitley and Smith attributed 
their feat to their military train- 
ing “combined with experience 
gained in years of small gamé 
hunting. 

There are four phases to the 
target detection course. The first 
has the target lying still and well 
camouflaged, making it the most 


difficult. In the second phase 
there is slight movement. Sharp 
jerky movements, which enable 


the target to be more easily spotted 
are the feature of phase three. 
And the final phase has the target 
fire a blank round from his weap- 
on, pinpointing his location by 
smoke, flash and/or sound.

The tests will be conducted un- 
der the direct supervision of the 
Field Evaluation Agency of the 
Quartermaster Research and Engi- 
neering Command and representa- 
tives of the office of the Surgeon 
General of the Army. Food items 
to be used in the initial phase of 
the test have been irradiated at 
fhe Army Chemical Corps’ Dug- 
way Proving Ground, Utah. The 
tests will receive logistical sup- 
port from the Quartermaster Train- 
ing Command, Fort Lee. 

Wholesomeness of irradiated food 
has already been tested under the 
direction of the Surgeon General 
in a series of group feedings which 
have been conducted with volun- 
teers at the Army Medical Nutri- 
tion Laboratory, Fitzsimons Army 
Hospital, Denver, Colo. A lunch- 
eon of irradiated food also was 
served at the Pentagon recently by 
Secretary of the Army Wilber M.

Officer Retirements on Increase — 


WASHINGTON. — The era of 
“hump” retirements has begun for 
the Army. , 


Long predicted by personne] of- 
ficers, the recent retirement re- 
ports issued by the office of the 
Adjutant General show that in the 
last few months, the number of 
officers of all components who are 
retiring is on the increase. 

Along with this increase in serv- 
ice retirements, there is an increase 
in the number going on the tempor- 
ary and permanent physical disabil- 
ity retirement lists. In March, for 
example, 33 officers and warrant of- 
ficers were placed on the temporary 
disability retired list, and 21 offi- 
cers were given permanent disabil- 
ity retirements. Another nine offi- 


cers were transferred from the 
TDRL to the PDRL. 

Officials said that the “average 
age” of the Army officer corps is 
going down because more officers 
are in the lowest grades with rela- 
tively short service. Officers with 
long service are now retiring in 
inereasing numbers. The edge of 
the War II “hump” has been 
reached. :

AT PRESENT, those going out 
for service have three to five years 
enlisted service before War II, or 
else they have CCC service or duty 
for training purposes prior to War 
II. 

The new retirement rate, higher 
than at any time in recent years, is 
now expected to flatten out at the 
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will then increase in 1960 (Fiscal 
Year 1961) and will continue to 
increase until a peak is reached 
in 1962. 

A rapid drop in retirements is 
expected in 1963 and by 1964 or 
early 1965, officer retirements are 
expected to be at their lowest level 
since Korea. They will remain rel- 
atively low until 1969, when an- 
other increase is expected to last 
through 1972 or 1978.

WASHINGTON. — Army Depart- 
ment officials said this week ‘that 
within the next 10 days they ex- 
pected to have in the hands of. 
major commanders lists of quar- 
ters at various posts whose desig- 
nation as substandard has been ap- 
proved. 

They warned that many units for 
which this designation was asked 
by installation commanders have 
been turned down. Justification 
for such requests in many instances 
wasn’t sufficiently documented. 

Installation commanders, it was 
suggested, might begin an immedi- 
ate check on their requests to see 
if additional justification is néed- 
ed. In those -instances where this 
appears likely such action might 
save time. 

As rapidly as requests are ap- 
proved and major commands. and 
installations are~ notified of both 
approvals and disapprovals, re- 
quests for reconsideration (reclama 
of disapprovals) will be received 
and considered by Department of 
the Army. 

Time is essential here because 
only units whose designation as 
substandard is approved before 
July 1 will be considered to have 
been substandard retroactively to 
January 1. Where there is a delay 
in getting reclama requests back 
to DA, occupants of wants will lose 
money.

To go into this, let us first 


change to miles per second, which 
is the way rocket men talk, any- 
way. It has the advantage of deal- 
ing in smaller figures and there- 
fore being able to spot differences 
more easily. 


Theoretical Figure 


Those nearly proverbial 18,000 
miles per hour, when expressed in 
miles. per second, become five 
miles per second. If you wanted 
to keep an artificial satellite in an 
orbit around the earth at a hun- 
dred feet above the ground it 
would need very nearly five miles 
per second — actually 4.943 miles 
per second — afid that is how this 
figure found its way into print. It 
is a purely theoretical figure be- 
cause a Satellite orbit inside the 
atmosphere is an obvious impos- 
sibility. 

All actual satellite velocities, in 
actual orbits above the earth’s at- 
mosphere, must be even less than 
the 4.943 miles per second which 
would apply at sea level. If a 
satellite moved around the earth 
at-a height of, 350 miles it would 
need 96 minutes to go around once 
and it would travel at the rate 
of 4.69 miles per second. If it 
went around, the earth 470 .miles 
up it would need 105 minutes to 
go around once and would move 
at 4.41 miles per second. 

The farther away an artificial 
satellite is  placed,. the more 
slowly it will move. A satellite 
1075 miles from the ground would 
travel at the rate of 4.39 miles 
per second, one 4000 miles from 
the ground would travel with 3.47 
miles per second and one 7700 
miles from the ground with 2.90 
miles per second. A _ satellite 
22,000' miles away would stumble 
along at a comparatively leisurely 
two miles per second, while one 
at a distance of a quarter million 
miles would move with just a lit- 
tle more than half a mile per 
second. 


Orbits Elliptical 


All- these figures are for orbits 
which are circular or very nearly 
so. In reality,.the orbits of the 
research satellites now in existence 
are all elliptical and so something 
else enters the picture. If the 
satellite is in that portion of its 
elliptical orbit which is closer to 
the ground, it has to move faster 
than when it is in the distant sec- 
tor of its orbit. In the case of 
Explorer I the difference is just 
about 10 percent. When near the 


ground it travels at about 4.8 miles 
in the distant sector

generally more distant orbit moves 
more slowly than a satellite in a 
nearer or lower orbit must not 
lead anybody to conclude that it 
should be easier to put a satellite 
is an orbit 2000 miles away than 
it would be to put it into an orbit 
only 400 miles up. It takes, of 
course, more power to accomplish 
a distant orbit. 
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Though the satellite, when it 
finally gets there, does not have 
to move as fast as lower down, it 
first has to be lifted to the greater 
distance. Even though the rocket 
climbs at a slant, it is still a climb 
against the pull of earth’s gravity 
and this costs fuel. 

If it needs a certain amount of 





power — fuel, that is — to put a 
Satellite into an orbit 350 miles 
away, it takes an additional 10 per- 
cent of the fuel load of this rocket 
to put the satellite into an orbit 
1200 miles away.

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New Barracks, BOQs Scheduled 
For June Start at Aberdeen 


ABERDEEN PROVING GROUND, Md.—Contracts will be awarded this month by 
the Baltimore District Corps of Engineers for a $2-million construction program here. The 
long range program of permanent improvement of troop housing areas will enter its second 





phase when construction begins in 
June on two 2-story bachelor offi- 
cers quarters; two 3-story brick 
company barracks; a one-story 
brick administration and supply 
building; a one-story brick mess 
hall; and a central heating plant. 

The APG permanent improve- 
ment program began several years 
ago with the construction of two 
large company-barracks to house 
permanent personnel of the Ord- 
nance’ School. The new buildings 
and facilities will be assigned for 
use by the Ordnance Training 
Command as housing for enlisted 
students of the school. 

The new bachelor officer quar- 
ters will house 60 student officers 
and be located in Block 22 in the 
vicinity of the present BOQs, but 
will not necessitate removal of any 
of the present buildings. Construc- 
tion, is expected to be completed 
by May 1959 at an estimated cost 
of $380,000.

THE REMAINING four construc- 
tion projects will form a quad- 
rangle in the 4200 block where 
War II temporary wooden bar- 
racks are now located. The quad- 
rangle which will necessitate re- 
moval of a portion of these build- 
ings, will be bordered on two sides 
by the company barracks, and on 








the other two sides by the admin- 


istration and supply building and 
the mess hall, leaving the center 
open. The small central heating 
— will be attached to the mess 
all. 

The quadrangle is the first of six 
such quadrangles planned for use 
by Ordnance School students un- 





der the long range improvement 
program and is, expected to be 
completed by January 1960 at an 
estimated cost of about $1,960,000. 
It will house 652 enlisted men, and 
provide sufficient office and stor- 
age space for proper unit admin- 
istration.

On Longest L-23D Flight 


Tokyo Fliers Found Taxi Ride 
Most Dangerous ‘Leg’ of Trip 


WASHINGTON—Six Army aviators who flew three L-23D Seminoles from Wichita, 
Kans., to Tokyo have praised Air Force and Navy support of the mission as “first rate.” 





Lt. Col. Raymond Evers, flight 
commander of the longest haul 
ever attempted by the twin engine 
support craft, said the Army’s sis- 
ter services provided excellent 
flight briefings, over-water escort, 
and some fine billet and messing 
facilities. 

The Seminoles were modified to 
increase their range for the flight. 
By removing the rear seats and 
placing two 55-gallon fuel tanks in 
each plane, their range was boosted 
from 1350 to 1950 miles. They were 
also fitted with high frequency 
radio gear, oxygen systems, and 
wing and propeller de-icers. 

The pilots agreed the little pud- 
dle-jumpers proved themselves to 
be excellent aircraft during the 
world-girdling flight. Joining Col. 
Evers in praise of the versatile 
Seminoles were Capt. George E. 
Thayer and Capt. James Minchew 
of the Aviation School, Fort Ruck- 
er; Maj. O. B. Butler, 101st Abn. 
Div.; Capt. George W. Moeller, 
USAG, Fort Polk; and CWO Ira 
Giefer, Hq., Fifth Army.

FOLLOWING MAINTENANCE 
checks and final flight testing at 
Davison Field, Fort Belvoir, the 
planes left for McGuire AFB Feb 
14. At McGuire, the clearing point 
for all Atlantic flights, MATS per- 
sonnel gave them a “superior” 
briefing, with information § con- 
cerning radio communications and 
navigational aids for the first leg 
of the journey to Torbay, New- 
foundland. 

The flight from McGuire was a 
smooth one, but when the planes 
were about two hours out of Tor- 
bay the sky clouded up and the 
airport reported a 200 foot ceiling, 
half mile visibility and snow show- 
ers. They made an_ instrument 
landing at Torbay and praised the 
Canadian GCA controllers as “some 
of the finest we have ever en- 
countered.” 

Weather prediction is always 
difficult in the Torbay area due 
to heavy fog and rapidly shift- 
ing, high velocity winds.

AFTER THE eight hour trek 
from Newfoundland the~ crews 
stepped into the warm, balmy air 
at Lajes AFB in the Azores—a 
welcome relief after the fog and 
wind at Torbay. 

The next hop took them to Ma- 
drid where “we enjoyed a two day 
rest in a very comfortable Air 
Force BOQ.” Since there were no 
messing facilities they had plenty 
of opportunity to eat on the econo- 
my, 

The food was excellent, they 
agreed, and the prices no higher 
than in Washington. Taxi service 
was fast and cheap. They took 
quick tours of the University of 
Madrid, the Plaza de Torros and 
observed the first snow flurries 
seen in Madrid in years. 

On Feb. 26 they flew from Ma- 
drid to Naples, touching down at 
Capodichine Airport. Again bad 
weather caused a delay in the trip, 
giving the aviators two days for 
sightseeing and shopping.

TAKING OF from Capodichine 
Airport, they moved out over the 
Harbor of Naples toward Sorrento. 
They continued down the western 
coast of Italy, then across the 
“heel” and by-passed a scheduled 
stop at Athens. 

They had already been delayed 
nine days by bad weather and de- 
cided to continue straight to 
Beirut, Lebanon, where they 
were greeted at the modern air 
terminal by a Lebanese Air Force 
lieutenant, They discovered that 
American cigarettes are still 
much in demand there, selling 
for between 65c and $1 a pack. 

Maj. Butler had been bothered 

with a virus since Madrid and his 
illness held them up one day before 
they departed for Dhahran, Saudi 
Arabia. 

Diplomatic clearance to cross 
Jordan and Syria had been ob- 
tained but expired the day before 
the flight reached Beirut. It was 
then necessary to reroute the flight 
over Turkey and Iraq rather than 
wait four more days for another 
clearance. 

The Turkish terrain is rugged 
and although they flew as high as 
19,000 feet, Col. Evers said “the 
L-23Ds still had plenty of climb 
left in them, despite overload 
weight due to extra fuel.”

ENROUTE TO Dhahran they 
stopped to refuel at Baghdad 
“where we picked up a cargo of 
flies it took us two days to get rid 
of.” 

Contrary to popular opinion, they 
said, Baghdad is not a gleaming 
white city in the middle of a pic- 
turesque desert. It is hot, wind 
blown, down at the heels and sim- 
ply blends in with its drab- sur- 





roundings. They downed a quickie 








lunch of soup and Coca-Cola at the 
Baghdad air terminal. 

The next leg of the flight took 
them over the oil rich Arabian pen- 
insula to the MATS base at Dhah- 
ran. 

“We were received very hos- 
pitably at Dhahrany where inci- 
dentally, we saw an extremely 
rare sight—milk shakes served 
at the bar in the officers club.” 
And that was about as reckless 
as things got during happy hour 
in Dhahran. Strict Moslem law 
forbids importation of alcohol. 


Next stop was Karachi, where 
Maj. Butler was admitted to the 
Seventh Day Adventist Hospital 
with bronchial pneumonia. Butler 
said he received excellent care but 
was glad he was able to supple- 
ment the hospital’s vegetarian diet 
with canned meats and chicken 
soup he had brought with him. 

One evening in Karachi they 
went to a night club near the hotel 
where a group of film people were 
celebrating the completion of a 
Pakistani rock ’n roll movie. In 
this club, one of the better ones, 
dishes and glasses were not washed 
—just given a swipe with a dubious 
cloth.

AT NEW DELHI they experi- 
enced “the most dangerous part 
of the entire trip—the taxi ride 
from the airport to the Hotel Cal- 
cutta. The cabbie drove through 
the crowded streets as if he were 
being chased by a demon. Although 
it was dark, he didn’t use his head- 
lights until he met an oncoming 
car—then he switched them on as 
if in hopes of blinding the other 
driver.” 

On March 8 they arrived at 
Bangkok — “like something out 
of the Arabian Nights, the most 
interesting stop of the trip.” 
They stayed at the Atlanta Hotel, 
which though well run, “had the 
hardest beds and the most mos- 
quitoes imaginable.” 

They visited beautifully orna- 
mented temples and palaces, the 
markets, and saw a unique railroad 
station—there wasn’t a railroad in 
sight. The pilots liked the Thai 
people, found them “friendly and 
gracious, with a™ good sense of 
humor.” 

Butler was released from the 
hospital in Karachi and rejoined 
the group in Bangkok.

LEONARD WOOD, Mo.—This 71,000-acre mill- 
tary ation, located in south-central Missouri among the 
Ozark Mountains and Mark.

From Dec. 3, 1940 when a hand- 
ful of officials witnessed. the -first 
ground breaking ceremonies of 
Fort Leonard Wood by* an un- 
known soldier, and March 1941 
when the construction crew. payroll 
numbered 32,000, the post has de- 
veloped into one with a population 
of some 36,000 soldiers, 

The men. stationed here include 
those undergoing either basic 
training or engineer specialized 
training. 

When Secretary of the Army 
Brucker signed the order making 
Fort Wood a permanent installa- 
tion, March 21, 1956 (after func- 
tioning in a temporary and stand- 
by. capacity since 1940), the wheels 
immediately began turning to im- 
prove the post and to insure its 
permanency. 

Realizing the military and 
economic potential of the fort, 
such members of Congress as Mis- 
souri Sens. Symington and Hen- 
nings and Reps. Carnahan and 
Short (now Assistant Secretary of 
the Army) worked relentlessly to 
have the post made permanent. 

- A statewide committee headed 
by Chairman Dru L. Pippin, a 
Waynesville businessman published 
a brochure titled “Why Fort Leon- 
ard Wood Should Be Made Perm- 
anent.” Many references were made 
citing the unlimited advantages. of 
this engineer training center, the 
only one of its kind in the United 
States. Primary factors were its 
p:entiful year-round water supply, 
.deal climate and its accessibility, 
being adjacent to U.S. Highway 66, 
but believed far enough removed 
f-om large industrial centers to be 
defensively secure.

IN THE SUMMER of 1957, due 
to the Army’s economy drive, 
rumors were circulated that Fort 
Wood would close. But in a Jan- 
uary 1958 visit, Mr. Short told a 
post audience that the post was.one 
Army installation that would not 
close. 

Mr. Short claimed Fort Wood 
was an ideal installation for the 
training of soldiers because of its 
strategic location in the geograph- 
ical center of the nation, its excel- 
lent terrain features, and its vari- 
able weather conditions, 

A big step towards making Fort 
Wood a great post was undertaken 
Feb. 27, 1958, when Maj. Gen. 
Thomas A. Lane, post commander, 
turned the first shovel of dirt dur- 
ing ground breaking ceremonies 
for a $21,884,200, 1329 Capehart 
housing project. 

During the ceremonies, Gen. 
Lane said the huge project was a 
go-ahead from the Army to Fort 
Leonard Wood to make itself per- 
manent. 

F * * * 

CONSTRUCTION-WISE, 1957-58 
has been and continues to be a 
busy period for Fort Wood. During 
the past year 31 mess halls and 128 
barracks of the 18th Engr. Brigade 
received $715,728 and $2,878,720 
worth of remodeling. Ground 
breaking was held in February, 
1958 for a $177,183 addition to the 
post’s Pershing Elementary School. 

Work has been started on both 
the housing project and the school 
addition. An influx of approximate- 
ly 1000 workmen is expected to hit 
the post’s immediate area during 
the peak of construction, adding to 


the income of the surrounding 
communities. Around 25 percent of 
the housing units is expected to be 
occupied by next year and the proj- 
ect is scheduled for completion in 
two years. 

Final construction of the post is 
Slated ‘for 1974 with estimates of 
the cost ranging from $150-million 
to $200-million. ‘

EARLY IN 1941, the post. was 
officially named . Fort Leonard 
Wood in honor of the late Maj. 
Gen. Leonard E. Wood, Army 


and a hero of the Spanish-Ameri- 
can War. 

From early January 1941 until 
the post closed in .1946, it trained 
some 300,000 troops. Such famous 
divisions as the 6th, 8th, 75th, 97th, 
and the 70th trained here during 
War II. 

The business of activating an 
Army post started all over again 
for Fort Wood in 1950, shortly 
after the American troops began 
fighting in Korea.

SINCE 1953, over 250,000 induc- 
tees have processed through Fort 
Wood's reception station, 40,000 of 
whom were six-month reservists 
who came on active duty following 
the enactment of the Reserve 
Forees Act in August 1955. 

On March 16, 1956, the 6th Armd. 
Div. was inactivated and replaced 
by the Army Training Center, En- 
gineer. 

The post population is enlarged 
during the summer when Reserve 
and, National Guard units undergo 
2-week summer training here. More 
than 7000 Reservists, Guardsmen 
and Reserve Officer Training 
Corps Cadets receivetl their en- 
gineer and infantry-type training 
here in 1957. Some 7300 men from 
a 15-state area and 15 colleges and 
universities are scheduled for sum- 
mer training this year.

FORT WOOD population wise, 
is considered the sixth largest city 
in Missouri and has become one of 
Missouri’s major industries. 

_ There are about 1700 civil serv- 
ice and 350 post exchange employ- 
ees working here. 
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. In the brochure prepared by Mis- 
souri citizens promoting Fort, it 
was pointed out that 75 percent of 
the farm land owners within a 
radius of 25 miles have at least one 
member of their family working at 
the fort. The annual payroll for 
military and civilians is $40-million. 
In the years since the post’s 
establishment, St. Robert (just out- 
side the post. gate), has ex- 
panded from eight buildings to a 
fourth class city with a population 
of over 1200. Waynesville, “Fort 
Wood’s Hometown,” is five miles 





from the post and has grown from 


400 to over 1700. Largest of the 
nearby cities is St. Louis, 130 miles 
away.

DURING 1957, the post exchange 
purchased $5,249,135 of merchan- 
dise from such cities as Jefferson 
City, St. Louis, Springfield, Rolla, 
Lebanon and Kansas City. 

Over $270,000 worth of contracts 
have been awarded Missouri firms 
for such services as rehabilitation 
of quarters, road surfacing, re- 
pairs to the water filtration plant, 
painting, air conditioning, and ‘the 
relining of furnace rooms. Packing 





and crating, refuse collection, coal 
hauling, sand and gravel, custodial 
service, athletic goods and food 
items totaled $400,000 in 1957. 

Private concerns in Missouri

WASHINGTON. — That “respon- 
sibility pay” written in the service 
pay bill by Sen.

ficer under consideration is “fully

“Comparison among officers,” the 
Army announcement continues, “‘is 
required for the ‘best-qualified’ 
method.

that is, a four-out-of-five chance 
for selection. There is no legal 
limitation on the selection rate for 
temporary promotion.

The report emphasizes that 
while the amendment refers to 
“command and staff positions of 
unusual responsibility” it does not 
mean that those terms should be 
interpreted only in the conven- 
tional military sense. Positions not 
strictly fitting the military defini- 
tion of those terms might well 
deserve the pay, the report states. 

The report takes into account the 
Department’s opposition to the pay 
but points out that some military 
leaders consider it sound in prin- 
ciple. 

The committee also points out 
that the money doesn’t have to go 
to the full limit in each grade. In 
the case of O-3s, for example, the 
committee said it recognized that 
“a lesser number than authorized 
(five percent) may be eligible un- 
der the strict criteria to receive 
the additional pay.’

NEITHER the present pay sys- 

tem nor the promotion system ade- 


quately recognizes the officer 
saddled with unusual _responsi- 
bility, the committee said. For 


example, exceptionally heavy re- 
sponsibility is not considered in 
putting a man into a promotion 
zone; only length of service counts 
there. 

The service socvetery concerned 
sets the criteria for the special 
pay and he can abolish it when he 
desires. But it is to be adminis- 
tered under regulations set by the 
Secretary of Defense. 

The money could not be paid to 
dentists or veterinarians.

IN COMMENTING on the pay 
bill, Sen. Stennis said it definitely 
puts the finger on the services to 
solve their manpower needs. The 
measure contains what the serv-

In reporting out the bill, the 
Armed Services committee noted 
that pay was only one of the steps 
needed for a proper personnel man- 
agement system. Among the steps 
it mentioned was Defense’s per- 
sonnel management bill — the so- 
called White Charger measure — 
which it said would solve the Navy 
“hump” problem and provide bet- 
ter screening and promotion of 
officers. 

Sen. Stennis said that his sub- 
committee may hold hearings on 
White Charger.

the committee made no change in 
the House rates for E-1 through 
E-4 — except that it cut off a $10 
longevity step for E-4s with over 
10 years.

The average E-4 still gets a 
seven percent raise.

FOR WARRANT OFFICERS, 
the committee accepted the De- 
fense revisions in all cases.

HERE ARE SOME other key 
features of the Senate committee 
bill: 

® There is no change in the pay 
for those already retired. They 
get a flat six percent raise. How- 
ever, the House bill would have 
allowed three and four-star gen- 
erals and admirals to recompute 
their retired pay according to the 
new scales. The Senate commit- 
tee cut out this provision on the 
ground that it would not be equi- 
table. It would have meant a 54 
percent increase for retired O-10s 
and a 39 percent increase for re- 
tired O-Bs. 

But the committee added an 
amendment to allow already re- 
tired Chairmen of the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff, as well, as all future 
Chairmen, to compute retirement 
on the new rates for that position. 
It should be noted that service 
Chiefs of Staff will not compute 
their retirement on the $1875 ac- 
tive duty pay for their job; but 
only on the $1700 monthly pay of 
all O-10s. 

® Another amendment added 
by the committee requires retired 
men called back to active duty 
to serve one year before they can 
compute their retired pay on the 
new scales. 

® An amendment would allow 
those retired on the same day as 
the bill is enacted to compute re- 
tired pay on the new rates or the 
old scales, plus six percent —- 
whichever is higher. 

® The bill would still be effec- 
tive on the first day of the month 
following the month in which 
signed. 

@® The committee amended the 
proficiency pay section to allow 
the Secretary of Defense’ to set 
regulations for proficiency pay: 
The House bill had left it up to 
the individual service secretaries. 

The committee feared a situa- 
tion where similar skills would be 
paid at varying rates, forcing un- 
pleasant competition between the 


services for skilled men. The 
committee noted, however, that 
the Secretary should recognize 


that the needs of the services may 
dictate the need for different 
types of proficiency pay systems—

THE MATTER of the powers and 


the Chief of Naval Operations goes 
to the very heart of the problem 
now before the Congress and the 
Country. 

Either we are going to continue 
to have respected veices which can 
speak clearly and confidently for 
professional military opinion, or we 
are going to lose touch with sound 
military judgment altogether. 

Let me tell you a little story to 
illustrate what I mean. 

Back in 1940, when war raged 
in Europe but the United States 
was still precariously at peace, I 
went to call on the then Chief of 
Staff of the Army, General George 
C. Marshall. Of course’ I asked 
him if he thought the United States 
might become involved in the war. 
Of course he refused to express an 
opinion on that. But he did say 
that it was his duty to prepare 
against such a possibility, and that 
his first care was to see that the 
Army. would be better commanded 
—if we did go to war—than it 
had been in many past wars. 

The generals then on the active 
list were mostly too old for field 
command, said General Marshall. 
So he had made up a little list of 
colonels, lieutenant colonels and 
majors—men he knew personally, 
or men who had been recommend- 
ed by others whose judgment he 
trusted, as officers who might be

“I’M GOING to test these men,” 
said General Marshall. “I’m going 
to try them in every way I can in 
peacetime, to determine whether 
they’re fit for the command of 
thousands and even millions of 
American soldiers if war should 
come. I’m going to pile burdens 
on them—and then add fresh 
burdens. I’m going to shift them 
suddenly from one. job to a still 
more difficult one. I’m going to 
find out whether they can take it. 
The ones that come through this 
course of sprouts will be the men 
I'd recommend for high command 
if we need to expand the Army.” 

Lieutenant Colonel Eisenhower 
got exactly that treatment. He was 
snatched from his beloved regi- 
ment, made successively Chief of 
Staff. of the 3d Division, the IX 
Corps and the Third Army. Five 
days after Pearl Harbor he was 
yanked out of this last job by a 
curt telephone call .to become 
Deputy Chief of the War Plans 
Division of the General Staff. He 
stayed in the War Department un- 
der Marshall’s close observation 
until he was just as suddenly in- 
formed that he was going to com- 
mand the American forces in the 
European theater. 

That is how an unknown lieuten- 
ant colonel of infantry was picked 
out of all the officers of the U.S. 
Army to command more American 
soldiers than any other officer in 
history—and to turn in the most 
outstanding job of commanding AIl- 
lied forces that military annals 
record since the days of the Duke 
of Marlborough, 250 years ago. 

Lieutenant Colonel Eisenhower 
had the unique, the outstanding 
qualities to measure up to these 
heavy tasks. The man _ whose 
trained judgment and military in- 
stincts selected Colonel Eisenhower 
for high command was General 
George C. Marshall. He was the 
unquestioned military boss of the 
Army. He had both the know-how 
and the authority. 

It will be well for the United 
States if such chiefs continue to 
exercise authority over each of the 
military services for the future. We 
may need an Eisenhower again.

Honest John Batteries Undergoing 
Airborne Mobility Tests at Bliss 


FORT BLISS, Texas—Two Mojave helicopters, the Army’s largest, are experimenting 
at Fort Bliss this week with transportation during wartime of the Honest John rocket. 
If successful “Operation Chopper John” will prove to 


moving an entire Honest John 
rocket battery by helicopter, thus 
avoiding a long, grueling often- 
dangerous road march over des- 
erts, mountains and other rough 
terrain. 

The Honest John is a long- 
range free flight rocket having 
no electronic controls. It has a 
range of approximately 15 miles, 
has more battlefield mobility 
than regular heavy artillery 
pieces and is capable of carrying 
an atomic warhead. 

The entire Honest John rocket 
system weighs more than five tons.

Clouds of dust fill the sky at 
Hueco Range when the giant ‘heli- 
copter hovers over its unloading 
position.

The experiment at Bliss trans- 
ports the Honest John rocket and 
crew from behind friendly lines, 
theoretically, to front-line emplace- 
ments.

Wherry Unit 
Taken Over 
At Huachuca 


FORT HUACHUCA, Ariz.—Five 
hundred housing units built here 
under the Wherry Housing Act re- 
verted to government ownership 
and possession this week as a re- 
sult of condemnation proceedings. 

Judge James A. Walsh, U.S. Dis- 
trict Court, acting under the au- 
thority of the Capehart Housing 
Act, awarded the Wherry Housing 
to the government. A Phoenix com 
pany was the original owner 

Under “the Wherry Act, homes 
on military bases were built with 
private capital and the contractor 
became the owner and rent collec- 
tor. The Capehart Housing Act, 
which. replaced the Wherry Act, 
stipulated that capital to be used 
to construct the homes and the 
units then be turned over to mil- 
itary ownership. 

One feature of the Capehart leg- 
islation is that where additional 
housing is at a post under the new 
law, all Wherry houses must be 
purchased from the owner. 

A $4 million mortgage payment 
due on the project will be assumed 
by the government. Mortgage pay- 
ments are to be made from appro- 
priations for rental allowances. 

Hearings will be held later to 
determine the value of the project 
and what amount the government 
will pay for its acquisition

‘rolled in on one of CNR’s deluxe 
streamlined trains. 

A series of receptions, luncheons 
and cocktail sessions brought out 
reams of figures on Canada’s prog- 
ress and prosperity, the Province 
of Quebec’s future, Montreal’s pros- 
pects and of course, how the Queen 
Elizabeth fits into the scheme of 
things. 

These are some of the high- 
lights of the hotel features: She 
has 1,216 air conditioned rooms; 
2,500 convention delegates can be 
fed at one sitting; the Queen is 
the largest of 10 CNR hotels 
which have total accommodations 
for 3,700 guests. 

The new Hilton management has 
already signed up 200 conventions 
with 135,000 delegates for meetings 
up to 1967. The Elizabeth adds the 
43 link to ever expanding chain 
of international Hilton hostelries. 

The collaboration of Hilton and 
CNR actually links the 32 Hilton 
Houses in the states, 11 abroad and 
the nine hotels of the railroad into 
a world-wide reservation system. 
To this circuit will be added nine 
new Hilton houses in as many dif- 
ferent countries within the next 
three years. 

But this is not all of the Mon- 
treal story. The introduction of 
the Elizabeth into the life of the 
St. Lawrence metropolis is only the 
beginning. 

There is the “Place Ville-Marie.”

Johnny 
Thomson, veteran 500 driver, 
warmed the car up and turned it 
over to Fangio—explaining that 
gusty winds up to 45 mph and 
loose sands in one of the turns 
made control difficult at times. 

Despite these problems and the 
fact he wasn’t familar with the 
car, Fangio began cutting some 
rapid laps. He wound up by com- 
ing within 1.77.seconds of the 
course record! 

This is proof positive that the 
bandy-legged South American 
would be a definite threat at Indy 
in a good car—and he’s made no 
bones about the fact that he would 
never consider racing there un- 
less he had a good ride. 

Many savvy racing fans are also 
looking forward to the debut of a 
promising young driver who will 
be making his first competitive 
appearance at Indianapolis. The 
youngster is Jerry Unser, who won 
the United States Auto Club stock 
car championship for 1957 in what 
amounted to his first full year of 
racing. 

Nobody expects Unser to set 
the world on fire in this first try 
at Indianapolis.

Whereas previously _ instru- 
mented rockets had spent only 
a total of a few hours at the 
fringes of the earth’s atmos- 
phere, the several satellites now 
in orbit have and will spend 
months and years there. Tomor- 
row’s satellites may orbit thou- 
sands of years, perhaps indef- 
initely. 

This program of scientific ex- 
ploration of outer space is on an 
international scale. The Russian 
and U.S. satellites will some day 
be joined by those made by other 


nations.

WHAT SCIENTISTS are learn- 
ing from these first earth-circling 
moonlets helps to plan later flights, 
but quick rocket shoots through 
the atmosphere and back will be 


needed for some time to come. 
Combined with extremely high- 
flying and very fast airplanes, 


sounding rockets will be the main 
method for solving the problems 
of returning objects through the 
atmosphere. 


Recovering packages and even 
animal-containing capsules from 
rockets, which has been done, is 
much less of a problem than re- 
covering them from satellites or 
space ships because of the 
speeds involved. 

To orbit the earth a satellite 
must be hurled into space with a 
velocity of 18,000 miles an hour. 
Although - atmospheric resistance 
in space is slight, it is sufficient 
to cause a satellite slowly to spiral 
toward earth and a fiery death 
when the object comes low enough. 
Some way must be found either 
to reduce this speed before the 
satellite hits the more dense parts 
of the atmosphere or to insulate 
the satellite’s interior from the 


searing heat.

FORTUNATELY much that sci- 
entists hope to learn by exploring 
the moon and Mars can be gath- 
ered by instruments and radioed 
back to earth. Therefore, the re- 
entry problem need not be solved 
before earth’s space neighbors are 
systematically searched.

THE UNDERGROUND 
CITY. by H. L. Humes. Ran- 
dom House, New York.

THs is a big book — big physic- 

~ ally, big in scope, big in am- 
bition — by a remarkable new 
writer who has something to learn 
about the art of selection in fiction.

We first come upon John Stone, 
an American, in Paris -in 1947. A 
man named Dujardin is accused 
of treason against France because 
of his supposed activities with the 
Nazis during World War II. Stone, 
thought to be the only surviyor 
of a massacre near Montpelle, 
France, has been brought to testify 
against him. 

For their own’ mysterious rea- 
sons, French Communists have 
undertaken to make of Dujardin

Two authors not unknown to 
military students and readers 
of military works present their 
views on what military develop- 
ments of the future could be. 

Mr. Eliot’s work is on perhaps 
a higher strategic level. It also 
looks less far into the future.

His concern is with the weapons, 
tactics and techniques of war that 
ean be extrapolated from current 
developments. 

Both books are parochial in 
their viewpoint.

Mr. Eliot’s book is put out by 
the U.S. Naval Institute. He states 
very eloquently and persuasively 
the Navy concept of the “strategy 
of retaliation,” of the invulner- 
ability of sea bases for aircraft 
and missiles as compared to the 
vulnerability of fixed land bases. 
From this he draws the conclusion 
that if the United States begins 
now to build a retaliatory force 
of aircraft carriers and missile 
submarines, it will have achieved 
strategic victory by 1961. 

The next three years, under: his 
argument, are the critical ones.

COL, RIGG has chosen to write 
a “novel” of the future. It could 
be classed as science fiction, in 
which the science is_ military 
science, the’ fiction the assump- 
tions made to set up a set of cir- 
cumstances in which his disciplined 
imagination can give a narrative 
account of fighting 16 years in the 
future. 

WAR — 1974 seems designed to 
evoke discussion more than to 
predict what war will be like. On 





almost every page, it is possible 
to disagree with the details of the 
narrative. This is deliberate. For 
from such disagreement will come 
better plans for future warfare. 

Grand strategy, strategic con- 
siderations, international policies, 
geopolitics, all appear in Rigg’s 
book. But the emphasis is on 
man and tactics. 

These are not great books. But 
they are important ones to the 
military man and to the citizen in- 
terested in national security.

M20? JAZZ in Hi-Fi is the appropriate 
title of a new set of nine LPs released 


by Decca. Several are recommended: 

“Very Warm for Jazz” by Ralph Burns and the 
Quiet Herd (Decca 9207) is a pleasant set of polished 
arrangements by Burns which happily leave a good 
deal of room for solos by top-rank musicians such 
as Urbie Green and Zoot Sims. 

“Guitar and the Wind” by Barry Galbraith (Dec- 
ca 9200) features one of the finest all-around guitar 
players in jazz. 

“Time Out for Toots” by Jean (Toots) Thiele- 
mans is another demonstration by Toots (best 
known as George Shearing’s guitar player) that 
the harmonica can, indeed, be a jazz instrument. 
And note the flowing Zoot Sims tenor solo on 
“Them There Eyes,” 

“Makin’ It” features guitar duets by Johnny 
Pisano and Billy Bean (Decca 9206). Both can 
“wail,” as the current jargon has it. 

“The Soft Touch” by pianist Ellis Larkins (Decca 
9200) is an excellent demonstration of how a piano 
should be played. Meaning with touch and tone 
and a pianistic approach. Larkins never attempts 
to imitate another instrument, as is the habit with 
too many highly praised contemporary pianists; 
instead, he plays the piano. With both hands. 

The others in the series are “The Mello Sound” 
by versatile Don Elliot, which is more than jazz 
(Decca 9208); “Soulo Cello” by Fred Katz which 
demonstrates that a jazz cello solo’ need not neces- 
sarily be pizzicato (Decca 9202); “Midnight Earl,” 
organ solos by Earl Grant (Decca 9201); and “Piano 
A La Mood” by Bernard Peiffer, which is probably 
Peiffer’s best album yet although I certainly cannot 
agree with critic Barry Ulanov’s rave notices over 
Peiffer’s musicianship, despite the good “Blues for 
Django” in this set (Decca 9203).

NEW BOOK: “Count Basie and His Orchestra, 
Its Music and Its Musicians’ ’by Raymond Horricks 
(The Citadel Press, New York, $4.00, 320 pages) is 
worth reading, especially if you are a recent addition 
to the Basie club. There is little that is new here, 
the book was written in England and the author 
lacks a first-hand contact with Basie and most all 
of the past and present members of the band, but 
it is a generally accurate rehash of biographical data. 


OME superb Renaissance music — written 
originally for vihuela de mano—is played 
on the guitar by Charles Byrd, a Segovia 
pupil who is very much at home in both classic and 
jazz styles. Washington Records “An Anthology 
of Guitar Music — 16th Century” (WR-411, 04.98) 
includes little-known Spanish music played with 
assurance and depth. Composers represented in- 
clude Valderrabano, Milan, Mudarra, Pisador, and 
de Narvaez. The title of the album suggests a 
series, which would be a welcome project if the 
other records were to equal this sample. Sound is 
full-bodied and clean, 
. . - 

GYORGY CZIFFRA, an astonishing Hungarian 
pianist sometimes said io be heir-presumptive to 
Horowitz, plays Liszt’s Hungarian Rhapsodies Nos. 
2, 6, 12, and 15 (Rakoczy March) on Angel 35429 
($4.98, factory sealed). He is excelled only by 
Horowitz himself in his recording of 2, 6, and 11. 
Cziffra’s playing is not flawless but it has an over- 
whelming vitality, rhythmic subtlety and tonal color 
that is remarkable. Even his embellishments keep 
the gypsy flavor. Cziffra and Liszt clearly go to- 
gether. Sound at times is thunderous, but so it 
should be. 

. . 

STRAVINSKY’S Song of the Nightingale and 
Prokofieff’s Lt. Kije Suite receive loving care from 
Fritz Reimer and the Chicago Symphony (RCA 
Victor LM-2150, $4.98). The former is really a 
musical tour de force and engineers and performers 
do a wonderful job — one that compares favorably 
with any other recording. Lt. Kije is more inter- 
esting musically, and although there are better ones 
available it is still a top-notch performance.

HE only reason Paul Douglas 
played a cop on a recent CBS 
“Climax” show was becatise he 
found the role had “a little differ- 
ent twist to it.” 

“That’s the trouble with TV. 
There’s no freshness or -original- 
ity. The minute somebody comes 
up with something new, the guys 
in TV run away from it,” says 
Douglas. 

It was no different on radio 
either. Since 
the days when 
he started out 
as a sports an- 
nouncer in 1930, 
broadcasters al- 
ways have 
“played it safe,” 
as Douglas says. 

“I hear peo- 
ple complaining 
about the com- é 
edy on TV. all 
the same. Well, HAL 
why shouldn’t it? I recognize lots 
of it from radio. 

“There was a writer by the name 
of David Freedman who practical- 
ly ran a comedy factory for radio. 
Most of the comedy writers on TV 
today used to work for Freedman. 
They had all of their jokes filed 
and cross-indexed. Came time for 
a new show, all they did was go 
to the file, pull out a few gags 
and situations and paste them up. 
I think they’re still using those 
files today.” 

On the drama side of TV Doug- 
las also sees the deteriorating ef- 
fects of radio technique. 

“Look at this ‘Climax’ script 

I did. There were 75 pages, and 

40 of them were stage direc- 

tions. Here’s a line which says, 

‘He reaches for his coat.’ What 

if I don’t want to reach for my 

coat? All of these stage direc- 








A good discography of Basie records by Alun Mor- 


gan helps to make the book of 
more than passing interest. 

I have some reservations about 
the book, however, For one thing, 
the author would apparently be 
lost without recourse to con- 
temporary critical jargon such as 
the words “mainstream” or “mid- 
dle period,” and his views of the 
swing era is frequently faulty, 
as might be expected considering 
his distance from the United 
States at that time and the way 
so many other jazz writers have 
overlooked, misunderstood, or 
deliberately misrepresented those 
exciting jazz years. 

I also think, to become somewhat 
picky, that he is decidedly wrong 
in stating that Harry FEdison’s 
trumpet style pointed toward the 
formation of modern jazz (and 
don’t get me wrong here, Edison 
is one of the very greatest, in my 
book); that the “white” side of the 
swing era wasn’t significant but 
Yather just “the prerogative of 
smart commercial agents trying to 
cash in on the style’ (does Hor- 
ricks mean to say that Goodman 
was not significant?); that Eddie 
Durham was a fine guitar player; 





that Lester Young and Charlie 
Parker were cut from the same 
cloth (they weren’t); that Basie 
“must be given an accolade for 
bringing the organ as near as it} 
will ever be to acceptable in a jazz ' 
group” (what about Joe Mooney”) 
On the other hand, the author 
has some important things right 
and brings them home with au- 
thority: the value of the blues 
progression in jazz; the value of 
a rhythm section playing four; 
the difference between what is 
called “the old Lester Young” 


and the way Pres has played in 
recent years. 


In short: I recommend the book, 
but look out for the jargon and 
some of the opinions.

NEW RECORDS: “Jazz Giants 
58” features Stan Getz, Gerry Mul- 
ligan, Harry Edison, the OScar 
Peterson Trio, and Louis Bellson 
(Verve 8248). “Woodyn’ You” is 
especially good with some very 
swinging solos by Milligan, Edi- 
son and Getz... “Way Up There” 
by Shorty Rogers and His Giants 
(Atlantic 1270) includes three dif- 
ferent groups, the swingingest be- 
ing the septet including Harry Edi- 
son, Barney Kessel and Bud Shank. 
Note the excellent Shank solo on 
“Moten Swing.” Well recorded, 
too, as is customary with Atlantic 

. « “Jamaica Jazz” by the Don

Candido is more. Jamaica than jazz, 
but for what it is it’s okay, I sup- 
pose (ABC-Paramount 228) ... 
“Between 18th and 19th on Any 
Street” by Bob Scobey’s band with 
Clancy Hayes is surprisingly dull, 
certainly not up to par for this 
group although Clancy never sings 
badly. And the sound isn’t what 
it should be.

WASHINGTON.—A $400,000 re- 
search and development contract 
for three photographic systems to 
pe used in*medium range drones 
has been awarded to the Fairchild 
Camera and Instrument Corpora- 
tion of Long Island, it.was an- 
nounced by the Army Signal Corps.

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Variable-Contrast Paper, Filters | 


Produce Wide Range of Effects 


By JACOB DESCHIN 


OE PACKAGE or box of variable-contrast paper is all that is needed to give any desired 
print result, whether overall or selectively for different areas. Both are equally important 
advantages, the one because you don’t have to keep on hand a supply of several contrasts, 


the other because you can dodge- 
in different grades of contrasts on 
the same sheet of paper and in 
accordance with the needs of the 
various parts of the image. 

It’s all done with filters and 
slight modification of normal dark- 
room procedure. gy 
Recently I had Y 
an opportunity 
to see how the 
technique works 
with Kodak’s 
Polycon trast 
Rapid Paper 
and was pleased 
with the results 
I got. Briefly 
stated, here are 
the essentials: 
A supply of 
the Polycontrast enlarging paper, 
the Model A filter kit, Wratten 
Series OC (light amber) safelight 
(definitely not the more familiar 
OA safelight filter), and the No. 
212 lamp in the enlarger. 

The filter kit consists of seven 
plastic filters numbered from 1 
to 4 with half numbers in between 
for half-grade contrast changes. 
The kit includes a filter holder 
with screws for attaching it to the 
barrel of the enlarger lens. The 
Nos. 1 and 1% filters are similar 
in contrast to No. 1 Medalist paper; 
Nos. 2 and 2% similar to No. 2; 
Nos. 3 and 3% to No. 3, and No. 4 
to Medalist 4.

IN USE, the required filter is 
placed in the holder to change the 
color of the projection light so it 
will print to the softness or hard- 
ness of contrast desired. Develop- 
ment is in Dektol diluted 1:2 for 
about 142 minutes, and the makers 
recommend a 5-10-second rinse with 
agitation in a stop-bath consisting 
of 1% ounces of 28% acetic acid 
in a quart of water; and two-bath 
fixing, 3-5 minutes in each bath 
with a five-second drain between 
baths. 

Although rated a warm black 
paper, the results are satisfying 
brilliant. The paper has enough

latitude to handle a remarkably 








wide range of difficult situations, 
performing well even with the Nos. 
1 and 1% filters, the softest in the 
kit. Incidentally, the No. 1 was 
a print saver in the case of a 
negative which contained a very 


‘strongly highlighted foreground 


area compared with the rest of the 
negative. Both densities were im- 
portant for the desired print. Print- 
ing the whole negative through the 
No. 3 filter gave a satisfactory re- 
sult for the darker area, but showed 
little detail in the more brightly 
lighted foreground. 

By giving the foreground ad- 
ditional exposuré through a No. 
1 filter while shielding (hold- 
ing back) the light being pro- 
jected through the shaded area, 
I was able to get what I wanted, 
detail throughout. The result is 
reproduced below. The technique 
is the familiar darkroom prac- 
tice of dodging negative densi- 
ties, except that with Polycon- 
trast you dodge negative con- 
trast as well. 

The method can be used for 
bringing up reluctant clouds in an 
overexposed sky and detail in 
sunny areas, for overcoming the 
lack of detail in white dresses, etc., 
and in general to correct situations 
where the contrasts of the original 
subject were too difficult to cope 
with, 

First, estimate the filter you will 
need for the full negative and make 
a test strip accordingly, using a 
large enough strip of paper to 
cover sections of all important 
areas. If one area prints well with 
a given filter but another is too 
dark or too light, the regular light. 
dodging technique may do the trick. 
However, if this means prolofiged 
dodging, there is the danger, even 
with constant movement of the 
dodging card or hand, that the 
manipulation may show. 

With the correct Polycontrast 
filter for the problem area you get 
a combination of both negative 
density and contrast dodging, thus 
softening the contrast to coax out

Officers Won’‘t Let 
NCOs Take Hold 


FORT HOLABIRD, Md.: A Ilet- 
ter in your April 19 issue said 
that “Sergeants major are not in 
positions of leadership—etc.” 

I believe the statement might 
have read: The sergeant major of 
today is, almost without exception, 
the enlisted assistant. to the S-l, 
who does not, or is not permitted, 
to exercise the authority of his 
position. The sergeant major 
should be the most able (from all 
standpoints) NCO in the organiza- 
tion and should be known by most 
of the personnel in that organiza- 
tion 

I’m the first to admit that much 
of the former authority and pres- 


tige among the NCO ranks has 
been usurped by over-suspension 
from the top “brass” on down, but 
there have been too many NCOs 
just too lazy or who have lacked | 
properly motivated initiative to 
perform without this over-super- 


vision. 


The sooner all noncommissioned 
officers ooze out of their chairs 
and start proving that they can 
perform without all this mollycod- 
dling, the sooner our “brass” will 
realize that their lot too can be 
easier, leaving them with more 
valuable time to contribute to re- 
sponsibilities commensurate with 
their rank. 

There are many tasks in any 
organization that can be complete- 
ly handled by NCOs without any 
attention from officers. Uniform 
violations, state of area police, 
military courtesy, discipline, and 
unit details are just a few of the 
minor tasks that should receive 
the attention of NCOs without of- 
ficer supervision or orders. 

I believe that a concerted effort 
on the part of ALL NCOs to prove 


that we are worthy of leadership

FORT BLISS, Tex.: “Battalion 
Commander Raps Deterioration of 
Noncoms,” headlines an article 
which appeared in the “Ft. Bliss 
News” recently. 

The article went on to quote Lt. 
Col. Edmund Castle as saying: “If 
there is one thing that I have ob- 
served in our Army today, it is 
the deterioration in the non-com- 
missioned officers ranks of willing- 
ness to accept responsibility and 
to fulfill that responsibility.” 


How many such letters have 
been written in recent years 
degrading and demoralizing the 
NCO and consequently demoraliz- 
ing the lower grades? I don’t 
know the answer to that but I do 
know that I can find one almost 
any time I look for it. 

How long can a man continue 
to do a job efficiently if he is con- 
tinually told that he is inefficient? 
That he is not trying? You can 
knock a man down once and he 
probably will get up determined 
not to let it happen again. But 
if you continue to knock him down, 
eventually he will stay down, and 
that is largely what has happened 
to our NCO corps. 

What kind of a man would a 
child grow up to be if he was 
always told that he was stupid, 
never had mentioned when he had 
| done something right but was al- 
| ways told when he did something 
wrong? 

What kind of a leader will a 
new NCO make when he finds that 
he has been promoted to the ranks 
where no matter what he does it 
is wrong. 

If he takes it upon himself to 
do a job he will find that his 
superiors wanted it done differ- 
ently. If he waits for instructions, 
he is inefficient and threatened 
with reduction. If he asks for 
instructions he will receive them. 
But he _ probably will receive 
Change No. 1—which will cause 
what he has already done to be- 
come undone—when the job 
half completed. 

Most of the letters that I have 
read on the subject seem to imply 
that leadership begins and ends 
in the NCO ranks. We must (and 
most of us do) know how to lead 
the men under us. 

But do the company command- 
ers know how to lead the NCOs? 
An NCO certainly can’t fulfill his 
responsibilities efficiently if his 
superiors .keep him in a state of 
confusion and constantly degrade 
him.

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Veto in the Cards 


The pay raise situation took what looked like a turn for 
the better this week when House-Senate conferees acted on 
the cost of postage stamps and the price of good postmen. 





The conference set the new rate 
for first class postage stamps at 
four cents, as rad been carried in 
the original House bill. The Sen- 
ate had voted for five-cent stamps, 
The conferees agreed on a 7% 
percent across-the-board raise for 


an additional 2% percent raise for 
the first six postal grades and a 
1% percent raise for grade seven. 
These would be temporary—for 
three years. 


On air mail rates the conferees 
took the higher Senate figure of 
eight cents, 

The conferees tied the rate in- 
crease and the postal pay in- 
crease in an attempt to force the 
President to sign the postal raise. 
This way, if he wants to veto 
the employee raise he has to 
veto the rate increase too—and 
he might well do just that. 

With the 2% percent temporary 
increase—and any realist knows 
that such things are never tem- 
porary—that makes a 10 percent 
raise for lower grade postal work- 
ers and Washington sources are 
saying that is too high for the 
President to take. Mr. Eisenhower 
is an old hand at vetoing pay bills; 
he’s scuttled three of them. 

The conference also agreed to 
make the raises retroactive to Jan. 
1—another reason why the bill 
might be vetoed. 

+ * o 

ALL THIS. _ HAS, as anybody not 
in hibernation must be aware, a 
direct beaing on the classified em- 
ployee raise. 

Should the postal raise go 

through both Houses rapidly and 
be signed, the classified raise 
should follow in short order. And 
the situation will have truly taken 
a turn for the better. 
But if the postal bill is vetoed, 
one of two things will happen: a 
new postal rate increase-postal em- 
ployee raise will have to be voted 
before the classified raise goes 
through; or no new postal bills 
will be passed and the classified 
raise, as well as the postal raise, 
will be dead for this session. 

The last alternative, alas, is not 
too unrealistic a possibility.

an Capitol Hill sources see a 

strong possibility of no pay raise 
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at all. The reason is they feel 
the leadership in both parties is 
concerned about how the raises 


would fit into the recession pic- 
ture,

ment raises will set off a round 
of wage demands from the big 
labor unions, which would in turn 
decrease the effectiveness of the 
government anti-recession spend- 
ing and the attempt to create more 
jobs. Or if there is a tax cut, along 
with general wage increases, the 
budget will go badly out of bal- 
ance. 

This sort of conjecture can be 
—and is—open to much debate, but 
anyway, these are considerations 
that are making leaders in both 
parties anxious to hold back on 
pay raises. 

Of course, passing a bill that 
you know will be vetoed is one 
way of avoiding a raise and also 
avoiding the political danger of 
turning down a large voting group. 
Many members of the have-your- 
cake-and-eat-it-too club are ready to 
vote this way. 

Curiously enough, the postal 
workers might be the salvation 
of the classified workers in this 
situation. If there were no postal 
workers we’d predict right now 
that classified people would see 
no raise. But the well-organized 
postmen, who know all the 
voters, are powerful enough to 
force action and Congressmen, 
out of a sense of fairness, will 
give classified people a raise if 
postmen get one. 

The purpose of all this is simply 
to say, don’t spend the money un- 
til you get it—if you get it.

No Tomatoes, Spinach or Bouillon 
Used in Sukiyaki, Says Sergeant 


Did He Leave Home? 


Mrs. H. G., please don’t fix your 
husband the Sukiyaki recipe that 
appeared in Army Times, sent in 
by Dr. T.N.G.!! If your husband has 
ever eaten Sukiyaki and you fed 
him that concoction he would prob- 
ably leave home. 

For genuine oriental Sukiyaki by 
no means use tomatoes, spinach or 
beef bouillon! 

Sukiyaki 


Beef, thinly sliced, amount as 
desired 

Suet, small amount to rub hot 
pan 

Bamboo shoots, thinly sliced 
Yam noodles (Shirataki) 
Chinese cabbage (Swiss chard) 
American cabbage 

Bean curd (Tofu) 

Sliced green or dry onions 
Mushrooms 

Soya sauce (Shoyu) and sugar 

The amounts of the ingredients 
vary as to the number of persons 
being served. Any of the vegetables 
may be left out. 

Heat skillet (slow electric or on 
charcoal burner; never let pan get 
too hot). Rub piece of suet over 
hot pan, just enough so that the 
meat will not stick. Spread meat 
over the bottom of pan and cook 
slightly. Add sauce made of sugar, 
soya and a small amount of water. 
Caution, do not put sauce in before 
the meat, as this will toughen the 
meat. 

Gradually add all the other 
vegetables and slowly cook. Never 
cook fast, allow only to simmer. If 
a small amount is prepared at one 
time the vegetables will never get 
too soggy or the meat tough. Cook 
only to the desired degree of your 
taste. 

Chop sticks are a “must” to lend 
the oriental atmosphere. Serve 
plain or over rice.

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Wine Brings Out Flavor 
Of Meat, Fish and Seafood 


Meats, fish and all seafoods can 
be wonderful with wine. Like 
magic, wine brings out the natural 
goodness of food, creating many 
rich, new flavors. It also adds 
flavor and texture to the less ex- 
pensive cuts of meat if they are 
marinated in it overnight, 

Use enough table wine to cover 
and turn meat occasionally. Sea- 
sonings (including salt, whole pep- 
percorns or ground pepper, onion 
and garlic, bay leaves and other 
herbs, cloves and other spices) 
may be added as desired. When 
you are ready to cook the meat 
strain this marinade, if necessary, 
and use some of it as all or part of 
the liquid in cooking. 

Here are some recipes for cook- 
ing with wine that were developed 
by the Wine Advisory Board of 
California, 

Baked Breast of Lamb Rose 

3 lbs. breast of lamb, -cut in 

6 or 8 pieces 
salt and pepper 

Y% cup tart jelly 

% cup boiling water 

% cup California Rose 

2 tbsps. chopped parsley 

Place meat, fat side down, in 
shallow baking pan; add salt and 
pepper; bake, uncovered, in moder- 
ately hot oven (375 degrees) for 
one and a half hours. 

Remove meat and pour off all 
fat from pan; replace meat in pan, 
fat side up. Dissolve jelly in boil- 
ing water; add wine and parsley; 
pour over meat. Bake 15 to 20 
minutes longer, basting two or 
three times with the sauce in the 
pan,

Yokohama Is Good Place for Cars; 
Gasoline Costs 15 Cents a Gallon 


Yokohama, Japan, is the subject of this third article giving up-to-date facts about 
service living conditions overseas. 

Because we believe that questions which arise in the minds of Army wives when their 
husbands receive foreign assignments, can best be answered by other Army wives, we went 
straight to women now living overseas to get on-the-spot reports from them. A question- 
naire was sent out with the help of the Troop Information Division in the Pentagon (un- 
officially) and these articles are based on the replies we received. 


Information for this report on 
Yokohama, was supplied by Mrs. 
K. E. Farley, Air Force Liaison Of- 
fice, U.S. Army Transportation 
Terminal Command, Japan, APO 
503, San F rancisco, Calif. 


GOVERNMENT HOUSING 

One, two and_ three-bedroom 
apartments are supplied. They 
are fair in quality and adequately 
heated by steam. Cook stoves, re- 
frigerators and hot water heaters 
are installed, and curtains and/or 
drapes furnished. 

Electricity is 110, AC. Trans- 
formers are not needed to use 
American electrical appliances. 

Laundry facilities are provided. 

In some cases a maid’s room 
is available. 

The monthly cost for telephone 
service is $4. An additional charge 
is made for installation. No 
charge is made for electricity or 
gas 

Trash and garbage is picked up 
daily. The service is good 


HOUSING ON LOCAL 





ECONOMY 

It is permissible to rent apart- 
ments and houses on the local 
economy, but these are in poor 
condition and rents range from $60 
to $300 per month. In _ these 
dwellings hot water heaters are 
supplied, but cook stoves, refrig- 
erators and curtains are not. They 
are heated by kerosene heaters at 


an additional monthly cost of ap- 
proximately $10. 

These local dwellings have no 
laundry facilities and people living 
in them are dependent on the QM 
laundry. 








In the higher priced houses a 
maid’s room is usually available. 

Trash and garbage is picked up 
two or three times weekly and the 
occupant is billed for this service. 

No families in this area live in 
trailers. 


SCHOOLS 

Classes are large, but schools 
are consdered good. Bus trans- 
portation is provided for school 
children. 


SHOPPING FACILITIES 

Commissary, PX and clothing 
store are located in a centralized 
shopping center within easy reach 
of the housing area, The clothing 
store is adequately stocked with 
a good selection of adult and chil- 
dren’s clothing, including shoes. 

Prices in local shops are much 
higher than in the commissary and 
PX, 

For those interested in special- 
ties of the country to be used as 
gifts or personal mementos, ivory, 
silver, raw silk and cloisonne 
work are among the popular items. 

This is not a good area to buy 
furs. 

Generally speaking, dressmakers 
and seamstresses are skilled and 
it is possible to have dresses and 
other clothing made to measure up 
to American standards. It is ad- 
visable, however, to plan on using 
the shopping facilities of the Sears 
and Montgomery-Ward catalogs. 

The following facilities are avail- 
able: beauty salon, laundry serv- 
ice, photographer, tailor shop, 
shoe repair, appliance repair, 
cleaning service and thrift shop.

tours and travel. 

Although all the above are avail- 
able, in some cases the distance 
one must travel to reach them is 
too great (over very poor roads) 
to make it worthwhile to partici- 
pate in sports or to attend con- 
certs, 


WOMEN’S CLUBS 

There is an active Officers 
Wives Club and NCO Wives Club. 
Both participate in local charity 
and P-TA projects. 
CARS 

It is desirable to have an Ameri- 
can car here. The approximate 
cost of a gallon of gasoline is 15 
cents, and repair parts and tires 
are available. Costs for repairs 
are much lower than in the States. 

No local driver’s license is re- 
quired, but it is necessary to have 
additional insurance. The cost of 
this is approximately $7 per year. 
CLIMATE 

The climate corresponds to that 
of our southern states, and it is 
necessary to take precautions 
against mildew because of the 
long rainy season. No unusual 
clothing is necessary. 


GENERAL INFORMATION 

Maids are available; they work 
Satisfactorily and are generally 
considered honest and clean. The 
average pay “for a maid who lives 
in and handles the general clean- 
ing, cooking, laundry and baby 
sitting during her on-duty hours 
is $25 per month. 

The following should be brought 
from the States: linens, electrical 
appliances, silver, dishes and bed- 
ding, 

Religious services are scheduled 
on a regular basis. 

It is possible for a wife, who 
wishes to work, to find employ- 
ment with the Army. 

Pets may be brought to Japan, 
but they must be inoculated. 

It is not customary to dress for 
dinner and a wardrobe of three 
formal-type gowns is considered 
adequate. The social life is much 
as it is on Army posts in the States.

To the ‘Pop Fly’ Farce 


ENTAL NOTES left over from the Inter-Service boxing 
tournament at Bolling AFB, D. C., won handily by the 
Army (complete Story in last week’s edition of Army Times) : 
@ Coach-trainers Billy Cavanagh and MSgts. Gunner Lewenstein 
and Pat Nappi deserve much credit for the Army team’s convincing 
victory. These three whipped together a winning team under trying 
circumstances 
‘'@- A banquet at Bolling’s NCO Club, complete with the best 
kind of refreshments, followed the finals. While waiting fof the filet 
mignons fo arrive, Judges Benny Alperstein and Lou Gevinson agreed 
that several of the matches might well have been called “draws.” They 
also shared the view of a reporter that there is, in a sense, three fights 
going on during one fight, meaning the fight each judge sees from his 
side of the ring. This could be one of the best explanations yet for split 
decisions by trained, experienced judges. 

@ Lowenstein and Nappi agreed that several of the ‘ Army’s 
best fighters weren’t in the tournament, including Dave (Bang Bang) 
Harris of Fort Campbell, Ky., who was defeated in the Army elimina- 
tions the week before at Fort Meade, Md, Incidentally, at these elimi- 
nations, the Army coaches understandably did net permit themselves 
to work in the corners so that the charge of favoritism could not be 
raised. (Another reason why these elimination bouts were not fights in 
the best sense of the. word and served as only a pallid substitute for 
an All-Army teurnament.) 

@ Speaking of Harris, Judge Alperstein called him “the class 
of both tournaments,” meaning the Army eliminations at Meade and 
the Inter-Service as well. 

@ ‘Referee Charlie Reynolds summed up Harry Campbell’s de- 
feat by Bill Cherry in the lightweight class as a matter of styles. “I’ve 
seen it happen over and over again,” said Reynolds, a cool and authori- 
tative referee who has been one of the best in the business for a goud 
many years now. 

® Lowenstein thinks great credit should go to welterweight 
champ Dick Turner (Schofield Barracks, Hawaii). Gunner says Turner 
“really listens” to instructions between rounds. The coach said that 
Dick scored his KO by wisely playing possum and waiting for his op- 
ponent’s defensive mistake which had been noted in the first round. 

@ Some will probably point to the Army’s success in this tourna- 
ment as some kind of proof that the new training program for top Army 
boxers is a better system for forming an Army team for Inter-Service 
than the “All-Army” boxing tournament. But the vast majority of 
those close to Army boxing don’t agree. They prefer All-Army.

STRICTLY BUSH: Everyone who really cares about baseball is 
understandably teed-off about that 250-foot “home run” game, some- 
thing similar to the game of baseball, they are playing in Los Angeles. 
Obviously, Commissioner Ford Frick and National League President 
Warren Giles should never have allowed the Dodgers to play in the 
Coliseum in the first place. Who remembers when Judge Kenésaw 
Mountain Landis was: commissioner? Certainly the Judge wouldn’t 
have put up with such nonsense. 


The Los Angeles “baseball” park is making a joke of home 
runs, terning legitimate line-drive home runs inte singles, turning 
major league home run records into meaningless statistics, mak- 
ing a farce of the game by encouraging pitchers to walk the “dan- 
gereus” pop fly hitters, and proving once and for all that Frick, 
Giles, and Walter O’Malley are willing to sacrifice, on the sacred 
shrine of good business, the “sport” end of the sport-business 
known as professional baseball. 

Giles has said that a home run in Los Angeles is no cheaper than 
those in the Polo Grounds. If he really thinks that, the man should 
ipso facto be relieved of his duties as president of the National 
League (for incompetence).

BASEBALL BOOKS: One of the best books on baseball I’ve ever 
read is “My Baseball Diary” by James T. Farrell (A. S. Barnes & Co., 
New. York, 276 pages, $3.75). Best known for his fiction, notably 
“Studs Lonigan,” Farrell writes of baseball as he knew it as a kid 
in Chicago. He tells of his first bat, his first regulation baseball, his 
first major league game, watching Ed Walsh pitch a no-hitter, how the 
“Black Sox” tragedy hit him in 1920, how his grandmother (who didn’t 
understand baseball) used to sneak off to Comiskey Park on Ladies 
Day because she liked to see how the men “lep” and run and because 
she liked to root for the “Bostons” for reasons of her own. 

Later in the book there are some first-hand chats with ball 
players, but for the most part these are routine, the kind of thing you 
find in your sports pages every day. Farrell is at his best writing 
of baseball as he loved it as a youngster. For example, the following 
passage from the book rings a hell with me as it probably will for 
anyone who loved baseball as a kid: 

“There was the side wall of an apartment building facing the 
alley between Calumet Avenue and Grand Boulevard at Fiftieth 
Street. I liked to play catch with myself by throwing the ball against 
that wall. With my older brother Earl, we invented a game to play 
against the wall. A ball caught on the rebound was an out. Or if we 
decided.on.a ball hit on the ground, we threw it low, fielded it, threw 
the ball and on catching the rebound, we called that an out. When 
the ball got by us or went over our heads, it was a base hit and we
